She narrowly escaped dis- 
aster. The officers and soldiers were 
for 12 days bailing with buckets. The 
steamer v/as u-iseaworthy, underman- 
ned r.n-,1 short of provision:-;. Her en- 
gines broke do-iva and she ro!lc-d three 
days ia a typhoon. 


When the- 31anaijeiise anchored sr. 


Manila bay yesienlay. 33 ('ays from 
San Francisco, tli^re were several *$•?• 
of wa'.t-r is her hold ant: 400 greasy, 
grimy, hungry, exhausted soldiers a.n'i 
sailors v/hn had been passing buckets 
of water since Nov. 17. night and day. 
First Assistant Engineer Dunleavy was 
under arrest, acri. according to Colonel 
Webb I-Iayes" oincial report, the chief 
engineer v.-ould also have been under 
arrest if there had been any one to re- 
place him. 


The colonel's report also declares 


that ibe captain of the vessel told him 
that the only thing which brought 
them through was the fact that the 
men were greenhorns and failed 10 
realize their danger, while experienced 
-seamen would have deserted the ship 
and taken to the boats in mid-ocean. 


The Mananense is a chartered ves- 
sel, which left San Francisco accom- 
panied by the transport Pekln. She 
arrived safely at Honolulu, but there 
half of her sailors deserted, declaring 
her unseaworthy, and the vessel left 
Honolulu with half a crew. 


The Captain of the transport on Nov. 


17 told Colonel Hayes that the vessel 
had sprung a leak, and an investigation 
resulted in finding several feet of water 
in her hold. Ths steam pumps were 
tried, but failed to work, and there 
were no hand pumps on board. How- 
ever. 46 buckets v/ere found, others 
were improvised, and the soldiers not 
-^mtJJoyftST-ln. w&riahg-the-ship- were" or- 
ganized iato five shifts, and. stripped 
and form. ;-••=: lines, they began bailing, 
the officers working with the men, pass- 
ing the buckets, which were sent tip to 
the deck by a windlass. There were 
no lamps, the candles -.vere exhausted, 
and for the last week the men worked 
in darkness. On Nov. 22, during a 
typhoon which lasted two days, the 
Pekin became separated 
from 
the 


Manauense. The water rose rapidly 
and the bailing force was doubled. 
The firemen could only feed the fires 
by being lifted on the shoulders of 
other men through water waist deep. 


The officers held a council and found 


that there were 420 persons on board, 
with lifeboat accommodations for 213. 
In the meantime the men below, ig- 
norant of their extreme peril, were 
passing buckets and singing "What 
the 
do we care." 


The heat vv-as intense until the ty- 


phoon passed, ancl then the Pel:in. 
which had retraced her course about 70 
miles, came alongside the Manauense. 


Colonel Jaraes S. Pettit. commander 


of the Thirty-first volunteer regiment, 
ordered the Manauense to proceed to 
Guam and await relief, hut the captain 
of the llanauense demurred, the of- 
ficers say. becat!se the government was 
renting the ship for $500 per day. 


Throughout the remainder of the 


voyage the engines of the Manauense 
failed frequently, and the ship would 
roll for a few hours while the engines 
were repairing. 
Then the steamer 


would proceed again for a few hours. 


The meat and vegetables rotted be- 


cause of the failure of the refrigerators, 
and was thrown overboard- After the 
storm the water supplied to the ship at 
Honolulu had to be used for the boil- 
ers, and there was little or none for 
drinking. In fact, it is asserted that 
during the last week of the voyage the 
men lived almost entirely on whisky, 
beer and hard tack. 


The oincers and soldiers were utterly 


exhausted when the;- reached Manila, 
They declare the engineers wsre gross- 
ly incompetent. 


The captain of tlie ship promised the 


men 25 cents a day for bailing, but he 
now proposes to pay them $1.50 for the 
trip. The soldiers talk of attaching 
the snip.

Sweden and Turkey, and since 1S96 the 
gold standard has been adopted by 
Costa Rica, Japan.

The coinage of silver on private ac- 
count was suspended (prior to 1896) by 
the United States, Belgium, France, 
Holland. Italy, Spain. India. Switzer- 
land, Greece ar.cl Venezuela, thus ef- 
fectually, althougii not absolutelj'. fix- 
ing their status as gold 
standard 
countries. 


"If under all these conditions the 


United States shall clearly, by law, 
adopt the gold standard, it will pass 
to the new condition with even less 
friction than was experienced by the 
resumption of specie payment.

gold standard by authorizing the sec- 
retary of the treasury —henever it is

«*niUry officers of the different cities aud 
towns of the State the following words 
of explanation and caution regarding 
diphtheria and membranous croup: 


"Public church funerals are positively 


foroidden in such cases. Diphtheiia is 
A contagious and infectious disease. It 
is believed to be a special poison which 
may be conveyed to persons previously 
unaffected by personal contact, by in- 
fected clothing, rags, hair, paper, blank- 
ets, cats, dogs, flies, etc. The discharges 
froui the throat, nose, mouth, kidneys 
and bowels are also dangerous. Chil- 
dren are most liable to contract the dis- 
ease, but adults are by no mean* proof 
against it. 


"The 
following disinfecting solutions 


aie recommended: Dissolve chloride of 
lime, four ounces to the gallon of soft 
water. 
For water closets, sinks and 


ce**-pools, add one pint of carbolic acid 
with two and one-half gallons of water. 
Sulpher fumigation should be used ia the 
proportion of four pounds to a room 
feet square. 


"Adults whose services arc not 


should keep away from the disease. The 
poison has great vitality and lies dor- 
znaot in clothing, paper, blankets ami 
houses for weeks and even months. 
It 


may infect foods, milk and water, and 
withiJSem enter the bodies of children. 
Physicians, clergymen and undertakers 
should exercise al! precaution.

ELECTRIC HEADLIGHTS. 


Interesting Facts About Experiments In 


Tlieir I7«e. 


The electric headlight for locomo- 


tives has come well out of the ortleal 
through which it passed while the 
opposition to the innovation in certain 
conservative quarters was active, and, 
especially since it has been made to 
carry its own little dynamo, and thus 
supply itself with current, is extend- 
ing its good repute among railroad 
men. 
It has been stated, however, 


that with all its merits, it has the 
very serious objection of affecting the 
visibility of the signal lights on the 
front of the locomotive which carries 
it. 
This question has been put to the 


test by a railroad which has a special 
interest in its settlement from the fact 
of its having equipped twenty of its 
locomotives with the latest form of this 
headlight. The observing party sta- 
tioned itself at the side of the track, 
and a locomotive bearing a powerful 
electric light, backed away about two 
miles and then started up at high 
speed. 
The speed ranged, in fact, 


through the different tests, from sixty 
to ninety-five miles an hour.

(20 inches back), and then affixed to

In order to make the mix- 
ing still more thorough, this doughy 
mass is then j-assed through dies by 
which is'meant plates with numerous 
small perforations under great pres- 
sure, from which the lead—as I shall 
call it in deference to common phrase- 
ology—issues in tinv rods or wires, 
in general appearance not unlike the 
lead that is put into the pencils,

the pencil. 
Deft fingers take the 


product in this condition, straighten 
out the leads and cut them, to lengths 
of about three feet 
At this siage it 


is still comparatively soft and pliable. 
After being cut the leads are allowed 
to dry, and are then cut to the re- 
quired pencil lengths and packed in 
crucibles and burned for several hours 
in order to extract the last degree of 
moisture that remains and to bring 
the lead to its final condition. The 
leads are now ready for inserting in 
the woodeu eases and are sent to the 
girls' room. The siabs of wood are 
put through a machine, giving each 
six grooves, square or round, and at 
the same time smoothing the face of 
the wood. 


"The girls are seated in groups of 


three, with slabs, 'leads' and glnepot 
before them. 
The first girl takes a 


grooved strip iu her r-ight hand aud 
six leads spread fan shape in her left, 
aud with one motion fills the six 
grooves. The next girl coats a groove 
strip with hot glue and hands it to 
No. 3, who takes the filled sti ip from 
her other neighbor and lays the one 
upon the other. 
Tbe filled aud glued 


strips ars piled together and left in a 
press to dry. After that they are 
evened off under a sandpaper wheel 
aud cut into single pencils, when they 
are shaped and varnished ready for 
the market.—Xew York Tribune.

FROM MANILA, 


MAXIJLI, P. L, Oct. 22, 1899. 


MR. EDITOR :—Just received a copy of 


the NEW OXFOKD ITEM which is good 
for Fore eyes in the Philipines. Having 
friends and relatives in New Oxford 
and vicinity. I will give them a few 
points about the Islands, etc. 


I arrived in Washington, D. C., April 


1st, last—a member of G. Battery, 4th 
Art., from Cuba. When the insurrec- 
tion broke out in the Philapines I, sol- 
dier-like, wanted to go. I ivas transfer- 
ed to Batterry E, «th U. S. Art. April 
12th, by way of the P. R. R.. we started 
on our journey. Stopped at St. Louis, 
Mo., 24 hours where the soldiers had a 
great time. The next stop was Kansas 
City, Kansas; from there to Salt Lake 
City, Utah, where the citizens told us to 
make sausage meat of the negroes. We 
then continued our journey to San Fran- 
cisco where remained 10 days awaiting 
transportation. 


We sailed on Transport Warren for 


Manila. 
Seven days out on Sea we 


sighted Honolulu. Hayti Islands, which 
I think is one of the prettiest places I 
ever saw. The crew coaled up for the 
last end of our voyage, which was 2$ 
days longer—6000 miles. 


We landed safely in Manila Bay May 


29th, in the morning, the most pleasant 
trip on water I ever experienced. We 
were landed on Barges and assigned to 
duty on the South Line which is about 
6 miles from Manila. 


On June 14th we gave the negroes a 


good chase and they ran to the moun- 
tains. Up to the present time I have 
been in eleven tights. We have been 
very lucky, only having a few of our 
boys in the hospital from wounds and 
sickness.

ESKIMO AND HIS LAMP. 


HIS LIFE DEPENDS UPON IT DURING 


THE LONG WINTER. 


Tlie Lamp Is Very Primitive, but With 


It the Eskimo Melt» Ice, Tl»aw* and 
Cook* 
His 
Food *ud 
Warms 
ami 


Ujlhtii Hi* Hat— "An Inhabited Oveu." 
An Eskimo's best possession is his 


lamp. 
Ou 
= his very life depeuds 


during the long dim winter, when the 
borealis liic^ero and the Great Bear 
shivers above the snow hut. With it 
lie melts ice. ihaivs and cooks his 
food, dries the soaked skins and warms 
and lights the low room of his igloo. 
Thu«, to the lamp's single use iu 
southern countries, the dweller of the 
far u-jrth adds that of the fireplace 
and of ihe cooking stove. It must 
be a wonderful lamp that is so use- 
ful. 
iui it cau hardly be called 


strange under the light of invention, 
for the Eskimo lamp is the most 
primitive knowu. In the case of the 
Aleutian i -hinders it is simply a saucer 
shaped stone. This fact may astonish 
those accustomed to see the chimney, 
burner and safety to-> of our kerosene 
ves-el, but there are many more sur- 
prising things to be told about this 
lamp of the nskiino. 


The plan of the Eskimo lamp see:us 


simple euougb, but it shows how 
necessity forces people to make needed 
inventions. 
Imagine a shallow lake 


of seal oil, one end of which is much 
longer than the other; along this shore 
a thin trail of moss, made iniiammable 
with fat, laid so that the oil barely 
washes the line of dry plant. A spark 
is anpiied to oae end of this wick and 
runs along, springing into a clear, 
bright iiauie, which gives little smoke. 
Change this image to a similar one 
of a big dish-like stone in an igloo, 
and you ^ee an Eskimo lamp. 


"With respect to use the Eskimos 


have three kinds of lamps; they are 
called the house lamp, traveler's and 
mortuary lamp. AS with all races ar 
some time, the funeral lamp is placed 
in or be ule the grave — a religious 
rite. The traveler's, or summer lamp, 
is quite serviceable, but to no such 
degree as the big house lamp. When 
caught ia a great snow storm the 
Eskimo lights this and places it next 
to the body, beneath, his blouse. 
It 


enables him to go in quest of food, 
through, great f-uowfalls when the food 
and oil are almost g^ne. It has its 
most typical uses. 


Proceeding on the plan that a slab 


of stone, roll of moss and chunk of 
blabber are all sufficient for his pur- 
pose, the Eskimo 
manufactures a 


lamp tLat serves his wants com- 
pletely. Soapstone is tbe best ma- 
terial for lamps, and since it is very 
scarce. extraordinary journeys, lasting 
several 'year.?, are made in search it. 
The stone is chipped and scraped till 
it resetuble.s a clam shell in shape, 
this being the type most useful be- 
cause it gi\ es the longest wick edge. 
Especiaiiy among the northernmost 
Eskimo lamps have a wick e'dge three 
feet long. 
"When several of these are 


burning in an igloo, to their blaze 
the icy walls send reflections and the 
dark at 
least is kept at bay. 
The 


cold is prohibited sufficiently, for the 
Eskimo does not desire to higli a 
temperature in his home — say 38 de- 
grees within a foot or two of the fire. 


In art the lamp is a pi-iaie neces- 


sity. 3Iost important is the bending 
of wood for snow shoes, bows and 
sledge runners, which is accomplished 
by dipping the wood into water and 
steaming over the lamp. Ivory and 
bone are also curved by its heat, and 
skins are dried over it in tanning. 
But the Eskimos do not stop with 
these uses. They have their lamps to 
thank for the stone-like hardening of 
a cement of blood, clay and hair. This 
cement holds broken pots and laucp ; 
together securely, as specimens attest. 


Lamptire is not alone known to the 


Eskimoau. In places where fuel can 
be obtained a blaze is made in the 
centre of the tent in summer, bat 
even wheie peat and some wood are 
found the lamp is kept. 
The Eski- 


mos cling to the stone oil burner, 
which has a place in every household. 
One writer likens an Eskimo igloo to 
an inhabited oven — the lamp on its 
supports, above it the cooking pot 
and still higher the drying rack sus- 
pended from the ceiling, on which wet 
clothing is 7 laced. 
The heated air 


rises an-,1 in turn envelopes each 
article. 


It seems slrange that the hut is not 


filled with smoke and poor, but, ac- 
cording to explorers, such is not the 
case. 
The bright, steady flame, they 


explain, is produced by using none 
but finely rolie:! moss ami having it 
arranged carefully along the wick 
edge. 
Even then the moss would 


char and entire the flame to grow dull, 
but this is remedied. 
The wick is 


trimmed away regularly. 
Lamp trim- 


ming is best done by the old woiiien 
of the tribe, who alone reach perfec- 
tion in that art. They can so skill- 
fully cut away the burnt refuse that 
the steady lianie will continue for sev- 
eral hoiu-F. 
This time is none too 


long, for the lamp is used niglit and 
day. 


Any fat does for burning, but seal 


oil is preferred. This is almost wholly 
employed because thesaiall quantities 
of fat takeu from the reindeer are in- 
sufficient for ilse long darkness. 
The 


lamps eat' voraciously, -And the peo- 
ple. often have to be very careful lest 


I 


4heir oil runs low when it is impossi- 
ble to catch seals. 


One ahvavs thinks of ill* Sahara 


when thirst is mentioned, tliough it 
•would be just as reasonable to turn 
one's thoughts to the far north, where 
water f >r loug perioJs is onlj got by 
the aid of lamp?. 
The Eskim ~> drinks 


astounding quantities of water, pro- 
cured by melting ice or snow. 
Some- 


times travelers carry pouches filled 
with snow under their clothing, so 
that it is melted by the heat of their 
bodies. 
Often a big block of ice with 


a cavity cut iuto its centre is placed 
iu the hat. 
They drop a stone iuto 


the hole and ou this put some burn- 
ing moss and blubber, and the thirsty 
family suck it up through hollow rein- 
deer bones. 


The statement has been made that- 


the Eskimos <. ook their food with the 
lamp. 
This is true, despite the popu- 


lar belief that they are voluntary 
eaters of raw flesh. Trustworthy ex- 
plorers say that these people only use 
uncooked meat aad thai frozen, when 
fuel is very scarce or when ou loug 
journeys, every drop of oil needing to 
be hoarded. But at home the Eskimo 
is a different man. 
M here the pot is 


kept hanging over the Hame, aud it is 
the woman's especial duty to see that 
it is always full of meat. 
The lamp 


is the 
woman's care rather than 


tbe man's, for it is to the Eskimo 
family what the hearthstone is to the 
American. 


Lamps have been collected from 


every tribe of the Eskimos. These 
give great help to the men who study 
the history of races. 
Of course tiiej- 


are found to differ greatly in ihe wide 
expanse from Greenland to Alaska, 
but there is the resemblance in every 
class which links them inseparably. 
Lamps have been found in isiueri.i 
and in Scotland which show likeness 
to those of tsie Eskimos. In all, much 
history is learned from the Eskimo 
lamp. 


As natural, many myth 
stories 


centre about this stone vessel. 
One 


treats of the thunder and ligutuiug. 
Two old women live in a house in th& 
air who are given to quarreling about 
sealskins. Kegu'arly, when the tur- 
moil is at its height, the house comes 
down aud the laiap breaks, causing 
the iiash of fire aud the rumbling of 
thunder. 
It is an interesting lamp, 


this of the Eskimo, 
one far more 


wonderful than Aladdin's. 


SCIENCE AND INDUSTRY. 


Botanists and entomologists know

Chinese Use of I":tns. 


Considering that the Chinese nse 


fans for nearly everything, it seems 
strange that they do not ute them in 
the form of punkahs, as the Hindoos 
do. 
They sho\v such resource iu the 


employment of fans that it is certai-jly 
not Through lac-; of inventive faculty 
tbafc ilia large revolving fan is not in 
vogne. 
They have ''map fans/' bear- 


ing on the leaf an accurately drawn-up 
guide to this or that pleasure resort; 
they have fans which bear the picture 
or news of some given event of im- 
portance to out-cf-the-way parts of 
China; they hare fan-shaped daggers 
and clubs cunningly contrived after 
the style 01 waiking-stick daggers; 
they have even the quaint original of 
the autograph fan which has lately 
found its way into English favor, but 
as to the punkah, they will have none 
of it. 


This may be accounted for by the 


fact that a Chinaman does not like to 
be fanned at the top or back of his 
Le.id. His tight-drawn, straight hair 
offers no protection whatever against 
a good punkah breeze, whereas the 
Hindoo, having a good covering of 
loose haii-. even when not tnrbaned. 
does not suffer from chills of the scalp. 
An inventive and enterprising Celes- 
tial, overlooking this fact, once fash- 
icned n. punkah on a large scale. 
It 


consisted of seven large wheels ten 
feet in diameter, joined together so 
that one man could turn them all on 
a single craiik. Such a seven-fold 
paddle-breeze contrivance would cer- 
tainly create a breeze in which no fly 
could live; but it never came to any- 
thing. It was, apparently, the last of 
its race. 


An Odd Superstition. 


Hepeated reports have reached the 


United States of disaffection in the 
ranks of the Filipinos fighting under 
Aguinaldo, and their dissatisfaction 
with his personal treatment of his 
men. 
In view of this it has probably 


occurred to many that it is strange 
that there are not more desertions 
among his men. The explanation of 
this undoubtedly lies in the super- 
stitious nature of the natives. 


Their unique beliefs are many, bnt 


the most potent in restraining his 
men from deserting his cause is the 
belief that is prevalent among them 
that he bears a charmed life and can 
not be killed by American bullets. 
They think he could show himself in 
the front rank of his army all day 
without bei?g injured by an American 
bullet

shirt, called the anting anting.

as figured by exj ert.-, the best of 
spruce land, virgin growth, posses? es 
a stand of about 7090 feet to t'ue acre: 
ou twenty-two acres, therefore, of this 
best spruce land there will stand 154,- 
000 feet of timber, which an average 
coaipany of loggers will cut in about 
eight days; bnt this entire quantity 
of wood, turned in at any one of the 
large mills, will in a single day be con- 
verted into about 250 tons cf such 
pulp as gees to make up newspaper 
stock, aud this amount of pulp will 
make about an equal weight of paper. 


For the purpose of photographing 


the new planet, "Eros," ou its ex- 
pected approach to the earth again, 
the astronomical department of Har- 
vard university has in process of 
construction a remarkable telescope, 
likely, it is thought, to give results 
of great value to astronomy if the in- 
strument is mounted in a favorable 
position. Though it will have an 
aperture of only twelve to fourteen 
inches, its focal length—a most re- 
markable feature—will be 135 or 162 
feet—the position to be horizontal, 
and the star reflected into it by means 
of a mirror, the earth's motion to be 
counteracted by moving the photo- 
graphic plate by clockwork. Thus, 
as a large horizontal photo-heliograph, 
anticipations of its peculiar adaptness 
are entertained iu the work of photo- 
graphing the fine details of the sun's 
surface when eclipsed, May 28, 1900. 
The images of the moon, too. obtained 
with such a telescope would be more 
than a foot ia diameter, aud, even if 
printed without enlargement, would 
probably surpass the best photographs 
yet takeu.

THE BRITISH HEN. 


A CoBfcreace'in England to luiprore tn« 


Poultry-liaising Industry. 


Great Britain is the largest egg im- 


porting country. 
Xo breakfast table 


is -A'ell furnished without eggs, and 
British hens would give up in despair 
if it were intimated to them that they 
ought to supply all the eggs the popu- 
lation can consume. In fact, the 
number of hens is so verv inadequate 
that over 1,330,000 of "eggs, \vorth 
$20,000,000, are importel every year 
to make up the deficiency in the home 
supply. 
Nobody wonders more than 


the British do themselves why they 
don't raise more poultry aud eggs, 
and so a poultry conference met at 
Keavliug to talk the matter over. 


Mr. Walter Loug, president of the 


British board of ag: ieuiture, told the 
delegates that forty-three eggs were 
imported each year for every man, 
woman and child iu the United King- 
dom, 
aud every one of these eggs 


might just as well be raised at home. 
He would do all he could to facilitate 
this desirable result. 
Some of the 


delegates said that the poultry farmer 
might reasonably* expect a profit of 
five shillings a year from the eggs of 
each hen, and there was no reason 
why the home production should not 
be largely increased. 
Various ways 


of encouraging the industry were ap- 
proved. 


Among the diversions of the confer- 


ence was a trip to Bayuards in Stir- 
rey, where the delegates were con- 
ducted over the great poultry-fat ten- 
ing establishment of Mr. C. F. Brooke, 
who annually sends 30,000 fowls to 
the London market. This market 
has some peculiarities which the poul- 
try farmer must tuke into account. 
The chicken must be sent to market 
with its head on, for the buyer will 
not invest in a fowl whose head has 
been cut off. 
The idea is that chick-, 


ens that are mutilated may possibly 
have been killed by some animal. It 
is also important that the chicken 
should have white or at least light 
yellov." legs, as the poultry buyers ob- 
ject to black legs. 
There is no good 


ground for this objection, but con- 
sumers will have their way aud then- 
whims must be gratified. If chickens 
with black legs are forced upon the 
market they bring only about half 
the price of those with light legs. 


The great hen countries of Europe 


are Frauce, Austria-Hungary, Russia, 
Italy. Belgium and Denmark, and 
thus Eugland'has plenty of neighbors 
that are willing to supply her wants: 
Canada is now trying to get a part 
of the trade. 
If China might only be 


economically tapped for poultry and 
eggs, that country could beat all 
creation in the quantity supplied, for 
that empire has more fowl tliau any 
other conntrv in the word. 


An Automobile Bloprmant. 


Strange to say it is Berlin that re- 


ports the first automobile elopement. 
It is strange to say for two reasons. 
The horseless carriage craze has dealt 
niiidly with 
Prussia's capital, the 


honest Berliners looking at it with 
somewhat doubtful approval. In the 
second place filial obedience ranks 
very high with these Prussian young 
men and maidens. 


Nevertheless. 
Herr 
Gntraloff, a 


young engineer, and Frattlein Elsa, 
a daughter of Herr Heinrich, after 
one futile attempt by rail, succeeded 
in slipping away from the parental 
espionage in a borrowed automobile 
and gaily whizzed to Stettin, where 
they took a steamer for St. Peters- 
burg and were duly married.
